BIG GUT IS MADE 
IN TELEPHONE 
RATES 


The new telephone tariff going into 
efiect on March 21 makes consider- 
able reduction from the tolls 


now 
teing charged for long distance com- 


rmeunication. A modification of the 
original order has been made by 
the Railroad Commission, which re- 
ciassifies the mileage basis within 
the forty-fouf mile zone, restrictng 
the 10-cent rate to the fourteen-mile 
zene instead of extending it to the 
tiineteen-mile zone, as originally pro- 
fosed. The other change reduces the 
so-called two-party service to the spe- 
cial zone rates. 

The new tariff provides for the 
following maximum toll: 

Up to and including 14 miles, 10 
cents for the initial rate of two min- 
utes or less, and 5 cents for over- 
time for each additional minute or 
fraction thereof. 

Over 14 miles and up*to and in- 
cluding 29 miles, 15 cents for the ini- 
tial rate of two minutes or less, and 
5 cents for overtime of one minute 
orefraction thereof. 

Over 29 up to and including 
44 miles, 20 cents for-the initial rate 
for two minutes or less, and 10 cents 
for overtime of one minute or frac- 
| tion..thereof,

SAVE THE YOUTH 


The stand taken by Mayor Ludewig for the moral regeneration 


ef Richmond is one that must at once commend itself in the strong- 


est terms to all who in this town love law and order, who be- 
lieve in observing the laws of the land, and above all to those who 
believe it is better to save the boys before they reach the penitenti- 
ary rather than to reform them after they come out of there. 
Only the other day a boy of this town who is now in the county 
jail, and who is seeking a parole, declared in unequivocal terms 
that he owed his fall and ruin to the pool rooms, and there lies 
tonight in a cell at San Quentin another boy with the shadow of 
the gallows over him, who has the same story to tell. Are we to 
wait until all the boys in the city and state are ruined before we 
demand that the laws shall be enforced. 

If the local city authorities are not able to cope with the evil 
there is a district attorney at Martinez, let him do his duty. He 
can easily put a stop to the evil. Up in Oregon where similar de- 
fiance of the law has been going on the Governor has closed the 
objectionable places. He will not allow the youth of the land to 
be corrupt and the working men fleeced, and the same thing must 
not be permitted here. With remarkable nerve the mayor—all 
honor to him for his courage—has denounced the evil. The police 
are blamed, but let us be honest, the blame is higher up. The po- 
lice here, as elsewhere, will do what they are ordered to do, and 
if gambling and lawlessness are permitted in Richmond do not let 
us blane the police, but those who RUN THE FORCE. »They are 
the men responsible. The day has passed when the tools are to be 
blamed and punished and the Higher Ups allowed to go on. The 
time has passed, we say, for that system. The evil must be stop- 
ped at its source, and whether there be any one interested in al- 
lowing the condition of affairs that the mayor denounced to go} 
on or not, it must stop, and the guilty ones be published. 

No more striking evidence—if any were needed—of the absur- 
dity of the present system of city government could be suggested 
than that afforded by the mayor’s denunciation of conditions in 
Richmond. He finds himself with his hands tied and we shall see 
the buck passed now with the rapidity of children passing the 
button in that interesting game ‘‘hunting the button.’’ But there 
is no reason to pass the responsibility. If we had a decent govern- 
ment the Commissioner, or the Manager, or whatever his title 
might be, would be able to surpress vice in our midst at once, or 
if he would not it would not be hard to recall him, or to indict him 
if there were any suspicions that he was interested in allowing an 
open town. The present condition of the town as exposed by its 
mayor is the strongest argument that could be asked in favor of a 
change; no time should be lost. It is a question of saving the 
town from financial ruin and its youth from the penitentiary. 
Surely those motives should arouse every honest man, and every 
taxpayer from his lethagy, and should lead to the inaguration of 
a crusade that will wipe out those who are preying upon the city’s 
youth and morals The time to begin the crusade is now, and the 
News wilt see that it is started as rapidly as possible.

pitals for the sick, no asylums for the poor. Thé@re was no such thing 
as being just to your fellow man, and the virtue of woman and the 
life of man was held as of little account when they stood in the way 
of the pleasure or desires of the high and powerful. 

Gradually conditions changed through the influence of the doc- 
trine that men are brothers, and while all who professed to follow that 
doctrine have not lived up to it, yet thousands and millions have, and 
the result has been an enormous improvement in the conditions which 
govern society. 

Enormous work was done for education. In fact had it not been 
for the work of the monks, busy copying and recopying in their cells 
all over Europe almost all the classic authors of antiquity, and much 
else that is valuable from an educational point of view would have 
been lost forever.

United States Cémpany and although he could not walk, and never 
tried to talk he succeeded in defeating any measure that was ealeu- 
lated to injure the grip which the express companies had upon the 
business of the ecuntry. 

Finally, however, the demand for a rural delivery became so 
great that Congress was forced to heed it, and later we managed 
to secure the Parcel Post which in one year has developed into 
such a strong competitor for the express business, that it is now 
announced that one company, the United States is going out of 
business. 

Undoubtedly this is but the beginning of the end for the ex- 
press business as a private corporation monopoly in this country. 
Congress has just refused to limit the powers of the Post Master 
General to extend the zone limits, and increase the weight of 
packages, and of course it can only be a question of time, and a 
very short time at that, before there will be no zones, and the limit 
will deprive the express companies of any business except on very

It is a victory therefore for the people, a victory for economic 
living that the express business, as a business by itself, is passing 
away, because it means a far more complete service, at far better 
rates. 

There is a lesson, too, in the passing of the great express com- 
panies that the people would well to heed. It is this: When the 
people will once exert themselves they can always win. If there 
have been monopolies in this country, if the people have been ex- 
ploited, if trusts and similar vices have flourished it is primarily 
the fault of the people. If they will take an interest in their own 
affairs they can easily win out every time. No man has ever 
been able to long withstand the pressure of popular opinion even 
in an Autocracy, and of course that is still more true in a Democracy 
A few years ago the express companies appeared so, strong that 
they defied the very government itself. Their stock was quoted 
so high that it needed a very tall purse to reach it, and yet today 
the compauies have been brought to time, the stock is below par 
and the road to liqudation and retirement is open before them. 


A GOOD SIGN 


The interest that was taken in the case of Officer Wright’s ar- 
rest of Dean and Malone and their preferring charges against him 
because he had done his duty, speaks well for the public sentiment 
which prevails in this city. 


Without discussing this particular 
case which the News has so fully exploited, the point that we shall
